On this particular 
Sanday J bad been able to attend oae 
meeting in the barracks at Grarenhorst. 
As night caiue on, ptin and coaching 
hf|>( nie ftom restinif. In thv aUtlnesa 
uf 1i uiif'ii, it. seeuiid m me, I Itnud a 
voice say, " Wilt thoa be made whole T" 
and I answered aloud as real did it seem, 
" Lord, if yon will give me my life it 
shall be Thine alone." Such a peaceful, 
restful feeling stole over me and I fell 
asleep, to waken in the morning with 
now life eoonang in my veins. That 
night I took my first marob, and have 
since taken a good many more.
